Washington, May t7.—In consider­ 
ing ways and means of affording sub­ 
stantial relief to such American citi- 
sans in Cuba as are in real distress 
owing to tile war, the administration 
has hit upon a plan which may be put 
In operation if it is sanctioned by the 
judgment of its officers in Cuba, who, 
being on the ground, are supposed to 
be best qualified to judge of the effi­ 
ciency of proposed measures of relief. 
This plan is to give notice through 
the American consuls to ail American 
citiens in Cuba that the government 
will undertake to remove them from 
the island to the United States if they 
so desire. 
To do this will require ac­ 
tion by congress, not necessarily a spe­ 
cific authorization of the removal, but 
merely the limitation of the appropria­ 
tion to the general terms of one for the 
relief of American citizens in Cuba. 
A course similar to this was adopted 
with more or less 
benefit in China 
during the rioting incident to the Chi- 
nese-Japanese war. and during the Ar­ 
menian troubles Mr. Terrell, the Uni­ 
ted States minister, was authorized to 
undertake the conveyance of American 
citizens to the coast cities where they 
might have suitable protection. 
The proposition as to Cuba goes a 
little further than the measures adopt­ 
ed in the case of China or Turkey, in 
that it contemplates the removal of 
the Americans from the island entire­ 
ly. 
Probably the reason for this is the 
belief founded on reports from United 
States Consul General Lee and other j 
United States consular officers’ that the 
war has so thoroughly exhausted the 
agricultural 
resources of 
the island 
that it will be a long time before it 
will be again in condition to maintain 
its 
population, and 
meanwhile the 
Americans who are dependent 
upon 
the soil for their livelihood will suf­ 
fer. 
The consequent suffering can be re­ 
lieved by the government’s furnishing 
the unfortunates 
supplies and medi­ 
cines, but General Lee takes the view 
that this 
relief 
must be 
continued 
probably for a long time. The 
pro­ 
posed 
American 
exodus 
from Cuba 
must be purely voluntary, and it is not 
even proposed to present the alterna­ 
tive of denying supplies if destitute 
Americans refuse to leave the island. 
It is simply proposed to give them 
an opportunity to leave the island if 
they believe they can better their con­ 
dition in the United States. 
It is the belief of General Lee that 
many persons will avail themselves of 
such an opportunity, and it ie possible 
that his view will be adopted by the 
president. 
Figures are not obtainable as to the 
number of American citizens in Cuba 
who are in actual distress and in need 
of food or clothing as the result of 
Weyler’s order bringing them into the 
towns. 
The state department is now 
in correspondence with its consuls by 
telegraph seeking to get this informa­ 
tion as the basis for any message the 
president may send to congress on the 
subject of relief. 
But so far as offieialy known to the 
department through the reports of the 
consuls made up to this time the num­ 
ber of Americans in this condition is 
between 150 and 200.

are the most frequentivi. Eiwh year the 
restaurant frequented by tho “ sw ells” 
changes. 
Two years ago it wa s Du­ 
rand’s, la st year it wa s l*aillard’s and 
this year it is V oisiii’s. 
Americans are g€ *iierally disappointed 
in the apjiearance of these places Ite- 
cause they are frequently small and by 
no means gorgeons in their equipments. 
They are a ll arranged in about the same 
^a y__a row of cushioned si-ats or d i­ 
va ns running around the w a ll, w ith ta ­ 
bles plum'd next to them. 
Tho guests 
nearly a lwa ys ensconce them selves on 
the Htitits next to the w a ll and are serveil 
from the other side of the tables by the 
waiters. 
Oceasionally, when the place 
is crowded, fs'oplew ill seat theniselvi'S 
on the outside, hut ordinarily they are 
found on only one side of tlie table. As 
for the table linen, theidiina , the knives 
and forks, tliey 
by no means as fine 
as we find in m a ny of the Aim ricaii 
hotels and r» ‘staurunts. 
Tlie ivHtking, 
however, is hard to «‘xc« '!. 
The reason 
that the ILiris ri stunraiits obtain sueh 
high prices is owing to tlieir pei’ulia i ity 
of g etting wha t they ra il pnmeurs. 
Their Paris epieuiea n guests S4*em t«» 
wa nt to eat thing s out of sea.*<oii. 
For 
example, they are fond of serving you 
peas in Jauuary. 
Then, they w ill give 
you pheasants and birdiiest soup and 
other ♦•xotic dishes. 
Here is a sample dinner and a very 
plain one for two at a Paris restaurant. 
They charge you, by the way, Ò0 een- 
times, or 10 eeiits, to sit down. 
Ther« » - 
fon« for the two jtlaces. nr I’ouverts, put 
down I frane; an ap« 'ritif, tiie snltsii- 
tute tor our American ciM'ktail, aiiotlicr 
franc; a bottle of ordinary w liite wine, 
R francs; a liottleof ordinary lairguiidy, 
7 francs; a tureen of bouillon, aiiotlier 
franc; a sol» * w ith normamly sauce, K 
francs; 
a duckling w itli turnips and 
cream, 15 francs; asparagus witli a de­ 
lica te sauce, 12 francs; ice co'am tart, 


6 francs; cotTce, ha lf a fraius'; lique urs, 
1 franc; tip, ha lf a franc; total, about 
CO francs, or about $12. 
The Fnuich have many ways of rook­ 
ing eggs most deliciously. 
For exa m ­ 
ple, eggs w ith shrimps, scrambl» *d eggs 
w ith cliickea gravy, and w ram bled eggs 
w ith almost everything , much better, 
yon find, tlian in America. 
They also 
ciKik many thing s in covered saiu-epaiis 
which are most appetizing. Their sauce­ 
pans are earthenware, of the kind ca ll­ 
ed casseroles, and by keejting tlauu cov­ 
ered they can cook a chicken eii casse­ 
role which w ill make your mouth w a ­ 
ter. 
The average American chicken is 
bakt'd in an oven—although tilt* cw k 
thinks she is roasting it when she is 
only baking it— and, as a rule, it is dry 
uud tastele.ss and uutit to eat. 
You cau get a lunch, or what the 
French call a breakfast, at any of these 
restaurants, including a bottle of ordi­ 
nary wine, butter, shrimps, eggs and 
miislirooms, chicken 
with artielaike 
hearts, 
strawberry tart, 
coffee 
ami 
cheese for about 25 francs, say $5. 
Hut 
a ll of tliese bills that 1 am g iving you 
urc the ilimu rs and br» *ukfasts ordcrt'd 
by pi'ople who are careful. The average 
American is apt to take thing s which 
are suggested to him by the waiter, and 
when he has eaten w ith his table com­ 
panion say four dishes and fuuls that it 
costs 1 10 apiece it makes him very tired. 
If you w ill notice, 1 have put on the 
bills of faro above only ordinary wine.s. 
If yon place yourself in the hands of 
the gommeiller, or wine steward, and 
tell him you wa nt something very good, 
lie w ill bring you up an old cobwebby 
bottle of burgundy without any tag on 
it and w ill tell you that it is good. 
So 
it IS. 
it w ill g('iieraiiy eo^t you more 
than champagne, and by the same token 
it is better than champagne. Americans 
soon find out the places wJLiere they have 
good burgundy and bordeaux, but they 
have to pay for them. 
I would advise 
these Americans a lwa ys to trust in the 
soinm eiller rather than attempt to find

York ii an expensive place ought to go 
to Paris. There is no doubt that the 
prices of New York at first class places 
are high, hut the New York restaur­ 
ants h a v e not reached such expertness 
in making out bills as they have in 
Paris. Therefore it is not at all uncom­ 
mon to notice an American with lits 
wife going over his hill with the huir 
slowly rising upon his head. 
There are plenty of places in Paris 
where you can get a dinner cheaper— 
the bouillons Duval, for example. These 
restaurants are sprinkled all over Paris, 
aud they give you plain food very well 
cooked at a reasonable figure. 
Hut the 
average American generally goes to the 
swell places, which are about 12 in 
number. There is the Cafe de Paris, 
Cuhat’s, Chevillard’s, 
Durand’s, 
Jo­ 
seph’s, the Restaurant Larue, the Tour 
d ’Argent, Muire’s, Paillard’s, the Mai­ 
den Dor«*e, the CafeVoisin and the lies 
tanrant Lucas, together with the Cafe 
Anglais, the Lion d’Or, Foyot’s and 
Marquery’s, if you choose to include 
them. 
The Cafe Anglais is no longer 
flrstclass, thoL iond’Or has been closed, 
Foyot’s is in the Latin quarter and 
Marquery’s is only middle class. 
The 
highest priced places arc Durand’s, Pail- 
lard’s and tho Cafe Voism, and these 
are the most frequented.

Then, they will give 
yon pheasants and birdnest soup and 
other exotic dishes. 
Here is a sample dinner and a very 
plain one for two at a Pans restaurant. 
They charge you, by tho way, 50 cen­ 
times, or IO cents, to sit down. 
There­ 
fore for the two places, or converts, put 
down I franc; an aperitif, the substi­ 
tute for our American cocktail, another 
franc; a bottle of ordinary white wine, 
JI francs; a bottle of ordinary burgundy, 
7 francs; a tureen of bouillon, another 
franc; a sole with normandy sauce, 8 
francs; a duckling with turnips and 
cream, 15 francs; asparagus with a de­ 
licate sauce, 12 francs; icecream tart, 
6 francs; coffee, half a france; liqueurs, 
I franc; tip, half a franc; total, about 
60 francs, or about 4 1 2 . 
The French have many ways of cook 
log eggs most deliciously. For exam­ 
ple, eggs with shrimps, scrambled eggs 
with chicken gravy, aud scrambled eggs 
with almost everything, much better, 
you find, than in America. They also 
cook many tilings iii covered saucepans 
which are most appetizing. Their sauce­ 
pans are earthenware, of the kind call­ 
ed casseroles, aud by keeping them cov­ 
ered they can cook a chicken en casse­ 
role which will make your mouth wa­ 
ter. The average Americ an chicken is 
baked in an oven—although t life cook 
thinks slie is roasting it when she is 
only baking it—and, us a rule, it is dry 
aud tasteless and unfit to out. 
You can get a lunch, or what the 
Frenc h ('all a breakfast, at any of these 
restaurants, including a bottle of ordi­ 
nary wine, butter, shrimps, eggs and 
mushrooms, chicken 
with artichoke 
hearts, strawberry tart, 
coffee 
and 
cheese for about 25 francs, say |5. Hut. 
all of these hills that I am giving you 
are tile dinners and breakfasts ordered 
by people w lie are careful. The average 
American is apt to take things which 
are suggested to him by the waiter, and 
when he has eaten with his table com­ 
panion say four dishes and finds that it 
costs |10 apiece it makes him very tired. 
If you will notice, I have put on the 
bills of faro above ouly ordinary wines. 
If you place yourself iii the hands of 
the eommeillcr, or wine steward, and 
tell him you want something very good, 
be will bring yon up an old cobwebby 
bottle of burgundy without any tag on 
it and will tell you that it is good. 
So 
it is. 
It will generally cost you more 
than champagne, and by tho same token 
it is better than champagne. Americans 
soon find out the places wJbere they have 
good burgundy and bordeaux, but they 
have to pay for them. 
I would advise 
these Americans always to trust in the 
soiumeiller rather than attempt to find 


things themselves from the wine list, 
because* the wine list is meaningle*ss. 
All it can tell you is vintage and prices, 
and sometimes not even that,—Paris 
Cor. San Francisco Argonaut.

Another scientist contributing to an 
English review' dfs*s som ething toward 
relieving bacteria of their evil name by 
explaining how mueh they have to do 
with sui'ci'ssfiil butter making. Butter, 
as every one knows, is l>esr made from 
sour cream and rioes not keep w’ell un­ 
less the cream is soured IsTore churn­ 
ing. 
This r» *« ult is usually attained by 
letting the cream stand till it sonrs of 
its own accord. 
But a series of expi*ri- 
ments carried on in Slesw ick-H olstein 
have proved that the souring of cream 
is prislnceil by the prem nce of certain 
bacteria, which eau bi' cultivated and 
introduced in sut h a w ay as to cause 
artificially the necessary souring. 
A doctor named Witter has studied 
the subject, and “ so sk illfu lly blended 
ci'rtain cultnn s together that when th» i 
m ixture was added in due proportion to 
sterilized cream to effei t souring, the 
butter made therefrom was of most de­ 
licious flavor, pure and of great com ­ 
mercial value, inasmuch as it kept ad­ 
mirably. 
The dried wed or jmwder of the bai> 
teria usi*d in this proi'ess can now l>e 
bought put up ill bottles. A jiroportiou 
is added to a sm all quantity of skim med 
milk, which is Hubj« cted to a moderate 
continuous heat till the haciteria have 
developi'd. The “ fermentation starter” 
is then added to the eieam . 
The pure 
culturi! is only u s»h1 oci Hsiomiily, enough 
of the “ starter” being left over every 
day to bi'giii operations w ith on the 
next. 
The ex(*elleucH of Duiiish butter 
is attributed to the care taken in choos­ 
ing the ‘‘fermentation starter.” — Pop­ 
ular Science Monthly.

BOTTLED BACTERIA. 


Pear* H ith erto Kspreftfted a* to T h eir Hire 
lefter!* \ r e I'mw* m g A k h v, 
The average layman has long b* **n 
sustained by a secret belief that the 
vast m ajority of bacteria are harmless, 
and, considering th at he daily consumes 
millions of them in (ating, drinking 
and sleeping, it is consoling to find the 
b elief (fiijflriiierl by au em inent author 
tty. 
Another snoutist contributing to an 
English review does som ething toward 
relieving bacteria of their evil name by 
explaining how much they have to do 
With successful butter making. Butter, 
as every one knows, is best made from 
sour r ream and duos not keep well un­ 
less the cream is soured before churn­ 
ing. 
This result is usually attained by 
letting the cream stand till it sours of 
its own accord. 
But a series of experi­ 
ments carried on in Sleswtck Holstein 
have proved that the souring of cream 
is produced by tile presence of certain 
bacteria, which can bi* cultivated and 
introduced in such a way as to cause 
artificially the necessary souring. 
A doctor named W itter has studied 
the subject, and “ so skillfully blended 
certain cultures together th at when the 
m ixture was adder] in due proportion to 
sterilised cream to effect souring, the 
butter made therefrom was of most de­ 
licious flavor, pure aud of great com­ 
mercial value, inasmuch as it kept ad 
rn ira lily. 
The dried seed or powder of the bac­ 
teria used in this process can now lie 
bought put up in tattles. A proportion 
is added ton small quantity of skimmed 
milk, which is subjected to a moderate 
continuous heat till the bacteria have 
developed. The “ ferm entation starter” 
is then added to the cleam. 
The pure 
culture is only used occasionally, enough 
of the “ starter” being left over every 
day to begin operations w ith on the 
next. 
The excellence of Danish butter 
is attributed to the care taken in choos­ 
ing the “ ferm entation starter.

Even after tea was introduced into 
Europe and had come into general use 
teacups were scarce. 
At the same tim e 
coffee wa* introduced, but apart from 
Constantinople tho first coffee cups iu 
Europe date hack only as far as 1645 iii 
Venice, 1659 in Paris, 1652 in London 
and 1694 in Leipsic. 
From tho first, 
however, the conventional oriental cof­ 
fee cup, w ithout stem or handle, was 
little used, and in Germany not at all. 
The Chinese teacup was used for tea, 
coffee and chocolate asw ell. Specimens 
of porcelain were undoubtedly intro­ 
duced iuto Europe in the middle ages, 
yet not till the sixteenth c e n tu r y were 
cups imported from China iii auy great 
quantities, and even then it was as ar­ 
ticles of vertu. 
Most of these found 
their way back to China again, as col­ 
lecting porcelain is a lasting fad there, 
aud high prices are paid for good spec­ 
imens. The collection of Chinese porce­ 
lain, if only the genuine specimens are 
desired, requires immense study and 
knowledge, as the Chinese are skillful 
im itators and put numerous falsifica­ 
tions ou tho m arket.—Jew elers’ Circu­ 
lar.

THE MAKING OF POISON. 


A F actory W h ere th e Mont D eadly D rugs 
A re P rep ared . 
Iii London is a strange establishment, 
behind a wilderness of warehouses aud 
tumbledown tenements, in a reinoto 
suburb. Its massive gates are locked and 
jealously guarded. 
A visitor must not 
only be careful where In- steps and re­ 
frain from touching, 
he must also 
breathe w ith great cantion. 
One of tho 
terrible poisons m anufactured here is 
pure anhydrous acid, a drug seldom 
seen outside a chemical laboratory. This 
is the deadliest of all known poisons. 
The discoverer was stricken dead from 
inhaling its lunies. 
From if to 5 per 
e» ut of this chemical added to 96 or 97 
parts of water makes prussic acid. This 
diluted poison caus** instant death, 
Oven when taken in m inute quantities. 
Next to anhydrous acid, the worst 
poison they make is cyanide of potas­ 
sium. 
Last year they turned out over 
1,000 tons of it. 
Five grains being a 
fatal dose, the annual output would Lo 
sufficient to kill 2,600,000 people. In 
tho workroom, where men arc gathered 
around a w itch’s caldron containing 
over a hundred w eight of molten cya­ 
nide, a strange picture is presented. 
The seething mass of white hot liquid 
poison, w ith tile lambent play of the 
furnace fires, the phantom faces of tile 
workmen, enveloped iii an uncanny 
looking glass mask, peering into the 
heart of the dreadful m ixture through 
tile thick atmosphere, are a terrible 
sight, In another room, where are tons 
of the finished product, looking like 
crystalized sugar, 
“ good enough to 
e a t,” one m an is never allowed alone. 
For some inexplicable reason it exer­ 
cises a strange fascination for the men 
who inhale its fumes. 
They are haunt­ 
ed by a desire to eat it. 
But, knowing 
that satisfying the craving means in­ 
stant death, most, but not all, are able 
to resist i t Aside from this fascination 
its m anufacture is not considered un­ 
healthy. 
The same cannot be said of 
corrosive sublimate. Its fumes are dead­ 
ly.—Chicago Inter Ocean.
